This year's senior class will graduate in a very special watershed year. 
One hundred and twenty-five years ago, a group of local citizens petition- 
ed the provincial government for a charter to establish a school in 
Stanstead. Stanstead won this honour because local people raised more 
money to fund the proposed school than a competing town in the Eastern 
Townships. As a result, in December of 1872, the legislature passed a 
special act incorporating Stanstead Wesleyan College as an independent 
school, making this our 125th anniversary year. There are very few institu- 
tions of any kind in this country that can point to an unbroken history of 
125 years of operation and service, so this is a year to celebrate. 

To help us celebrate, His Excellency, The Governor General will be our 
special guest at your baccalaureate and prize-giving this June. He will be 
the third Governor General to visit the school and we are honoured that 
he has accepted our invitation to speak to the school community this spring, 
and to the largest student body in our history. 

Another milestone has been reached this year. You were involved in our 
request for accreditation by the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges and you figured prominently in their report. The visiting commit- 
tee's report was very favourable and in February, 1997 our request for 
accreditation was approved by the Committee on Accreditation, making us 
the first Canadian school to receive such recognition by the oldest ac- 
creditating body in the United States. 

Your personal accomplishments have been outstanding this year and 
have contributed to a very special year. A school is only as good as its 
students, and in you the whole school community has much to be proud 
as we complete our 125th. school year.

Indeed her own connections with the Ivy Leagui 
Schools placed her in an excellent position to do this. On another level, Ann was always a con 
scientious academic advisor who spent hours communicating with her students and often witl

Ann also made a tremendous contribution to the life of the College when she took responsibilit; 
for the Animation and Grad activities. She worked hard to provide a varied and popular Ani 
mation programme throughout the year and encouraged the Grad Committee to do an effectivi 
job of fund-raising. It was she who initiated the idea of moving the Montreal-based graduatioi 
dinner-dance to a safer, more affordable and pleasanter venue at The Hermitage in Magog. 

All who worked with Ann during her time at Stanstead, respected her for her personal am 
professional qualities. It is certain that she will continue to display these strengths in her futur 
career.

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ALEX & JUDY PHILIP 

The year 1997 will see two major milestones in the history 
of Stanstead College. On the one hand it represents the 125th 
anniversary of the founding of the school while, on a more per- 
sonal level, it also marks the end of a most distinguished career 
for one of the school’s true gentlemen. Following thirty five years 
of teaching, Alex Philip announced that he would retire in June 
of this year. 

Alex (more affectionately known as the “Boss" by literally thou- 
sands of grads and simply as “AJ" by most of the faculty) has 
had virtually a lifetime connection with Stanstead since he first 
attended the school as a student in the Fall of 1952. By the time 
he graduated from Stanstead in 1957, he had clearly demon- 
strated a prowess in athletics, playing in four major sports and 
twice receiving the Tommy Johnson Memorial Trophy as the best 
all-round athlete in the school. Following graduation, AJ attended 
the University of Dubuque where two very important things hap- 
pened to him. First he met Judy, his loving wife and loyal sup- 
porter for the past thirty nine years, and secondly he earned 
his B.A. degree including teacher training. After teaching in New 
Brunswick for a year, Alex was appointed as the Director of Ath- 
letics at Stanstead in the Fall of 1962, a position he held for 
thirty four of the next thirty five years at the school and where 
he undoubtedly made his mark both as a coach and as an ad- 
ministrator. 

As a coach Alex chalked up over 100 victories (including several championships and undefeated seasons) in foot- 
ball, three of his players going on to play professionally. In hockey he is the only senior coach to ever win the Ashbury 
Cup, a hotly-contested annual tournament featuring Ashbury College, Lower Canada College, Bishop's College School 
and Stanstead. Alex has also coached shotput and discus for the past thirty five years and was one of the two coaches 
of the last Stanstead track and field team to win what today would be the overall Eastern Townships Interscholastic 
Athletic Association track and field championship. Alex, was one of the founders of the ETIAC and served as the 
Association’s president on three separate occasions. 

As an administrator, Alex’s most important contribution to athletics is the outstanding reputation that Stanstead 
enjoys today. Under Alex’s leadership and guidance the quality of the entire athletic program grew into a first-class 
operation because he always insisted that the qualities of dedication, hard work and good sportsmanship be first 
and foremost in the minds of both the players and the coaching staff. As a colleague, administrator, coach or simply 
the host for visiting teams, Alex Philip always set a first-class example and was a model for others to follow on how 
to both do the job and to do it with class. 

In Alex’s own words he said he could not have done it alone, especially not without the faith and support he re- 
ceived from Judy, and it has been a team effort. They lived in Bugbee House (Alex was Housemaster) from 1962-1966 
and while Alex was busy at school Judy was more than busy raising a family. In fact Alex was away for four summers 
as he was completing his M.Sc. degree at the University of Wisconsin. They moved to the duplex “on the corner” 
(Alex liked to keep his eye on team travel) and resided there from 1967 until the Summer of 1994 when they bought 
a home on Mountainview to enjoy when they retired. Judy herself has been a very active member in the college 
community. She has been the school librarian in either a part-time or full-time capacity since 1969 and has been 
very instrumental in its growth and development. Mrs. Philip will be fondly remembered by countless grads for her 
willingness to help and for her encouragement. Alex and Judy have three children. Steven and Kevin are graduates 
of Stanstead while daughter Kim was unable to attend because it was boys only at the time. All three have university 
degrees in education and are teachers. 

It has been a humbling experience for me to try to summarize a combined seventy years of loyal service to Stan- 
stead College into a few brief paragraphs and it would be simply impossible to measure the impact Alex and Judy 
have had over the years on both students faculty. 

Personally I owe them a lot as they were responsible more than anyone else in my coming to teach at Stanstead. 
I know I speak on behalf of everyone who has ever been associated with Alex and Judy when I extend a truly sincere 
and heartfelt thanks and wish them all the best in what has to be a very well deserved retirement. Yes, 1997 will 
certainly be a memorable year in the history of Stanstead College.
